HIGHWAY COIN 
NEARLY SPENT 
AND MILLIONS 


MORE NEEDED 


Sacramento, Dec. 2—alifornia’s 
$40,000,000 highway bond issue will 
all be spent before the end of the 
coming year, the State Highway Com- 
mission says in its biennial report 
submitted to Governor Stephens to- 
day, 

If another bond issue is not voted 
highway work will have to stop, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The amount necessary to complete 
California’s highway system, widen 
roads and eliminate grade crossings 
is estimated at $135,000,000. 

The board recommends a gasoline 
tax to help pay for roads and an ex- 
tencion of the convict labor road 
building system. Vie. 


ed mileage. To thicken and widen 
arterial highways and eliminate grade 
crossings $35,000,000 will be needed, 
it says. 

Highway bond issues should be 
ed to provide for five years’ work 
at a time, the board recommends. It 
suggests that $12,000,000 be allowed 
for each working year. 

The Legislature should refuse to 
designate roads as @tate Highways 
unless finances for their improvement 
and maintenance are provided for at 
the same time, the board says. 

It recommends reducing the maxti- 
mum weight of loads on the highway 
from 30,000 to 22,000 and suggests 
‘a force of State motor police, to .be 
under the authority of the Highway 
Commission. 

Use of convict labor on highways 
has been successful, the board says, 
and recommends extending this pol- 
icy. 

Elimination of billboard advertising 
along roads is urged, together with 
the planting of shade trees. 

The highway board has eliminated 
163 grade crossings, but 250 remain, 
the report says, and these should be 
removed as rapidly as possible.

State scrip is the cheapest land 
scrip on the market today. 

‘Scrip can be purchased only by 
citizens of the United States who are 
residents of the State of California, 
and can be located on any vacant 
non-mineral unreserved United States 
goverment land in California. 

Homestead and desert land entry- 
mém can relinquish their entries 
through the Surveyor General's: of- 
fice and acquire title to the land by 
the purchase of scrip, provided the 
land is not withdrawn by the federal 
government for public purposes prior 
to the date the land is scripped. The 
applicant need not live on or im- 
Prove the land. 

State scrip is not transferable. 

Scrip is sold in forty-acre lots for 
cash, personal checks received, but 
no purchaser can buy more than 640 
acres, and the surrender of the scrip 
is payment for an equal acreage of 
government land.
